Theſe in breif are our deſires, and the things 
| for which we ſtand, beyond which wee ſhall 
not goe, and for the obtaining theſe things we 
are drawing neer your City, profeſling fincere- 
ly from our hearts, weintend not evill towards 
you, and andertaking to you, declaring with all 
confidence and affurance, that if you appear not 
againſt as in theſe our juſt deſires to affiſt that 
wicked partie that would embroyle as, and the 
Kingdome, nor wee, nor our Souldies ſhall give 
che leaſt offence, we come not to doe any At 
co prejudice the Being of Parliaments, or ro the 
Hurt ofthis in Order to the preſent ſettlement 
of the Kingdome , we ſeek the goodof all, and 
wee ſha!l here wait, or remove to a further di- 
ſtance there to abide ( if once we betafſured thar 
a ſpeedy ſertlement of things be in hand ) untill 
they be accompliſhed, which done, we ſhall bee 
moſt ready,either all ofus, or ſo many of the Ar- 
my as the Parliament ſhall thinke fit, ro disband, 
or go for Ireland. | 


And although you ſappoſe that rich Citie 
may ſeem an inviting bait to poor hungrie Soul- 
diers toventurefar to gaine the wealth thereof, 
yet ( if not provoked) we do profeſſe rather chen 
any {ach evil ſhonld fal ont, the Souldiers ſhall 
make their way through our blaod to effeft it. 
. And we can fay this for moſt ofthem, for your 

betrer aſſurance, that they ſo little value their 
pay in compariſon of higher Concernements to 
_ the Pablick Good, that rather then they will be 
unrighted 1n the matter, their Honeſty and Inte- 


' grity, 
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grity which hath ſoff-red by the men they aim ar, 
and defire juſtice npon, or want the ſcrtlement 
of the Kingdomes peace, and therewith their fel- 
low ſubjeds Liberties, they will loſe all, which 
may be a ſtrong afſurance to you that irs not your 
wealth they ſeek, bur the things tending in 
Common to your and their Weifare, which 
thar they may obrain,you ſhall do like fellow-ſab - 
jeRs and brethren if you ſolicit the Parliament for 
them,and on their behalf. 

If afcer all this, You, or a conſiderable part of 
you,be ſeduced to take up Arms in oppoſition to, 
or hindrance of theſe our juſt undertakings; We 
hcpe by this brotherly Admonition, to the fince- 
ricy whereof we call God to witnefſe, we have 
freed our ſelves from all that ruine which may be- 
fall chat great and populous Cty, having hereby 
waſhed our hands thereof.
